A striking comparison of the application of 
law, which reflect* most creditably upon the 
Orange county superior court, is seen in two 
new« stories in last night’s Register.

One man, a member of a prominent 
family in Germany, as a result of an auto col­ 
lision, ir. which three persons were killed, had 
been convicted of manslaughter and applied 
for probation. 
It wa* granted, but the con­ 
ditions were that he spend 18 months in the 
county jail and at the end of that time leave 
the United States never to return, or forfeit 
a bond of $5000, which the court ordered post­ 
ed upon the ex piration of his jail term to in­ 
sure his leaving the country. His plea for pro­ 
bation was supported by many high German 
officials including former Chancellor von Bue- 
low. 
The other 
man was an official of a tele­ 
phone company, who was involved in a wreck 
with a Santa Ana truck operator on Christmas 
eve in Burbank. 
The Santa Ana man was 
injured and his truck badly damaged. 
The 
other driver 
was arrested for drunk driving 
and reckless driving, and reports 
from two 
ex amining physicians, one at 8-40 p. m. and 
the other at 11:15 P- m. that night, showed that 
they held he was still intox icated. 
Yet when 
the case came into the Glervdale city court on 
January 16, the judge dismissed the drunk 
driving charge, and three days later fined the 
man $40 on the reckless driving charge.

the police court story in the Burbank paper 
of January 16 told of the judge sending another 
man to jail for 100 days on a drunk driving 
charge and quoting him as saying “Something 
must be done to stop thin drunk driving;” while 
not a line about the telephone company of­ 
ficial’s case appeared.
